He has beer laboring since our last session on this field and is pastor, at Bmma’s Chapel 
and Rose Hili and the Lord seems to have specially blessed his labors. He reports 53 bay- 
tisms and has collected about $260, on his field. At our Union Meeting in vanuary we re- 
commended an appropriation of $200, for Bro. Baker, but when the applies was made. 
we were iniormed by Bro. Ray, that the amount authorized by the Convention had been 
already appropriated, so that Bro. Baker, had nothing except what he collected on nae 
field for his labors. Brethren this ought not so to be. Wecommend Bro. Baker, and his

Since our last report important changes have been made in the management of the 
school. The former Principals retired from the management at the close pt ie last Beer 
sion. The Board of Trustees appreciating the great good heretofore Pe omplished by cone 

school, and feeling the necessity of perpetuating its influence throughout this association. 


determined to erect a new building on the lot formerly oceupied by the seminary, in place 


of the one which was destroyed by fire about two years ago. The new building has been 


o 


erected, and is better suited to the present needs of the school than the old one. The 
brethren of Warsaw and community have subscribed and paid liberally toward the erection 
of this building, worth, we think, to the Associati , at least $1,000, with a debt of only 
$150 still unpaid.. These brethren who have aided makettioa work have done all they feel 
able to do towards paying for this building, and therefore ask the brethren of this body to 
help liquidate the debt. 

The Trustees, after having advertised for a Principal, and after carefully considering 
the many applications in answer thereto, among them» some from educators of State rep- 
utation, selected Prof. ©. H. Spencer, a teacher of experience and one who comes among 
us with highest recommendations as an educator. Bro. Spencer, has assumed control of 
the School, and has associated with him two efficient teachers. 

There are now upwards of seventy pupils in attendanc 
creasing. Brethren it is for you to say what the future of 
school, you can make it what you wish to. 

We deem it absolutely necessary to the efficiency 
school of high grade, that it be able to open its doors to the boys and girls of the suroun- 
ding country, This can be done only when the means are provided for taking care of the 
boarding pupils under the im medinte supervision of the Principal of the school. 

There is a large building on the lot, adjoining the school property, built expressly for 
the purpose of the boarding department: but this property now belongs to private indi- 
viduals, and is not under the control of the management of the school. This property can 
be purchased at very reasonable rates. 

Resoal: ed, That the matter of selling the land on the south side of College street, and 
purchasing the Stalling’s property, be referred entirely to the Board of Trustees, with full 
power to act, in the premises, according to their best judgment.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


No truth is more clearly »taught in the Bible than this: “That Christianity is a mis- 
sionary religion, not like the Jewish, a religion for one people, but for all the world, for ey- 
ery creature.””

Neither funeral services nor obituary notices can benefit the dead, but they may, and 
most assuredly ought to, exert a salutary influence on the living. It has been said by one 
of North Carolina’s noted sons, ‘‘ That to die is the lot of all men, and ‘no one is denied 
his share in the inheritance of the grave, but to be praised after death is thelot of butafew, 
and it is only the benefactors of our race that leave a name grateful to posterity.” 

If the patriotic soldier be stimulated to perform heroic acts from the hope that his 
name with those deeds shail emblazon the pages of his country’s history, surely the faithful 
soldiers of the cross with the additional hope of eternal life should strive to be active and 
consistent in their lives. . 


It is a very solemn thought that many who are present may ve numbered among the 
dead ere we meet in this capacity again. Let us remember that any of us may die this 
year, this month, this week, this hour, this minute. Let us be admonished by the words of 
Jesus, “Be ye also ready for in such an hour as ye think not the Sonof man cometh.” “Be 
thou faithful unto death and I will give thee a crown of life.” 

Elder E. A. Best died recently, at his home in Richlands, Onslow county, at an advanc- 
ed age. We think he was a native of Virginia, but spent most of his life in Eastern North 
Carolina, receiving very little compensation. He preached largely to destitute portions, 
relying to a great extent on his own resources. He was greatiy beloved by the people 
among whom he labored. He was @ man of excellent business qualifications and highly es- 


teemed by all sects and creeds. He was a man of unblemished character and consequently 


——— 
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exerted a good influence as a minister of the gospel. We regret that we have nb the dats, 
upon which to write a more extended notice of the life and labors of this good man, that 
we hope has gone to recieve a richg*:ward in the world above. 


ELDER G. W. HUFHAM « 


died at the residence of his son, Robert Hufham, in Duplin county, on the morning of Oct. 
4th, in the eighty-third year of hisage. He was born and reared in Rockfish Township 
Duplin county. He was a student at Chapel Hill for some time—read medicine—but before 
entering upon its practice he became impressed with the duty of preaching the gospel. 

About the year 1830, while a member of the church at Wells Chapel, he began to preach 
and soon after he was ordained. For seven years he gave himself without reserve and with 
great success to preaching the gospel to the destitute portions of the Eastera Association. 

In 1838 he went to Mississippi, carrying with him the burning zeal for Christ which had 
characterized him here. From fiends who knew him there we learn that he was commonly 
spoken of by enthusiastic admirers as our ‘“‘heavenly preacher.””’ From over exertion in 
preaching he contracted a disease of the throat which followed him through life, seriously 
injuring his voice and rendering it impossible for him to labor as he was accustomed to do. 

Returning to his native State in 1845 he devoted himself to the pastorate. The church 
at Magnolia enjoyed his ministrations for more than 20 years. Kenansville, Johnson’s, 
Falling Creek and Mt. Holly were also under his care at different times. No other pastor 
in the Association has been more instrumental in helping forward so many young minis- 
ters. W. M. Kennedy, Geo. 8S. Best, J. P. Faison, J. N. Stallings and J. L. Carroll will 
bear grateful testimony on this point. 

He had many shining gifts, but as a leader of inte brethren he was pre-eminent. Hewas 
the strong and continuous supporter of the ‘‘Recorder.’”” He was the friend of education 
and as the result of his anxiety in this direction, we would most respectfully refer to his 
more distinguished son, tne Rev. Dr. J. D. Hufham, whose name is a household word in 
North Carolina, and, indeed, he is well known throughout the Southern Baptist Convention 
being for many years the Editor of the ‘“‘ Biblical Recorder.” 

We feel that we can safely put him down as the benefactor of his race and hisname will 
be cherished by a grateful and affectionate posterity. For want of space your committee 
must close this notice. 

At his residence, near Magnolia, N. C., on the 19th of Sept., 1887, Matthis Rogers, Esq., 
aged seventy-five years. Deceased was a prominent member of the Baptist Church at Mag- 
nolia and felt a deep interest in all that pertained to its welfare. He was a good neighbor, 
a kind husband and father. He had served his generation well and died in peace with God 
and man. May the Lord bless his sorrowing widow and children.—From the ‘ Biblical 
Recorder’”’ of Oct. 4th, 1887. 

Sister Mary Francis Peterson, wife of Bro. B. S. Peterson, died in the triumphs of the 
Ohristian faith, on the 29th of May, in the 41st year ra her age. She joined the church in 
Clinton under the preaching of Elders J. B. Hardwicke, J. L. Carroll and J. L. Stewart and 
was baptized by Bro. Carroll. She had consumption for some,15 months and while 
suffering made no complaint,—yet frequently spoke of her hope of the joys of that beauti- 
ful city beyond the river. She told her husband she had no fears as to the future—her only 
regret was in parting with him and her children for Jesus had made it all bright and beau- 
tiful in and beyound the River. Her physician said her death was like a lamp gently blown 
out, she being consciousto the last. "\ 

She has left a husband and three little, sorrowing, children to whom we would most 
joyfully commend the following verse: 

Cease, ye mourners, cease to languish, 
O’er the graves of those you love, 
Pain and death, and night, and anguish, 
Enter not the world above. B. > 

Deacon Ephraim Strickland died at his residence, near Magnolia, Duplin county, in the 
hope of the Christian’s reward. He was a member of the church at Magnolia and mani- 
fested a deep interest in her prosperity, being a strong friend of the prayer meeting and all 
other measures that are intended to advance the cause of Christianity.
